FAST SON OF DICK WELLES DOES NOT SHARE 
HIS SIRE S DISLIKE FOR MUD. 

Lens Defeats Please and the Latter Is Claimed by 
P. Duunc — Lady Vie Wins from Orlandot 
* * at a Long Price. 



Cincinnati. O.. November 12. — Clear and bracing 
weather was a condition at Latonia today that drew 
<«nt an increased attendance. Liberal fields went to 
Che post in all of the races except the fourth, the 
feature of the card, in which tive of the l>ost two 
year-olds at the track tried eonclusions. As a ma 
lority of the starters in the different races were mud 
r, . l J ,n ? l>i ot proved ability, the speculation was diver 
s»rt»'d, but in spite of the fact that three outsiders 
'von the public showed good discrimination in its 
choices of likely contenders and bad considerably the 
Lest of it with the layers in the afternoon’s trans- 
actions. Lady Vie’s victory was a costly one. as the 
fillv was backed at an outsider’s price and the fact 
rim Bucket Brigade, Ethel Farr and Earl’s Court 
*11 finished in the money gave the peneilers no op- 
portunity to lay up any profit. 

That Wintergreen was quoted at so liberal a price 
was due to the fact that doubt was entertained as 
to tiie ability of the son of Dick Welles to run well 
in the going, notwithstanding that he had previ- 
ously shown a fine turn of speed on dry footing. The 
youngster dispelled all doubts on this score impres- 
sively, for he rushed into a commanding lead oyer 
Marge Abe, the contender, immediately after the 
barrier’s rise and was eased up to win by eight 
lengths. Crystal Maid appeared to not like the 
Wing. She was outpaced, but finished fast and 
might have earned place money had the distance 
««oe\i further. 

In the opening race Hugh MeCarren. Jr. earned 
one more victory toward getaway money wit li Rose- 
burg II., which, under a good ride, wore his oppo- 
sition down in game fashion and won a go<Ml race 
from his game competitor, Enfield. Bucket Brigade 
gave indications of a return to his best form when 
U‘ outfooted a speedy band from the start in the 
Necond to win practically as bis rider pleased from 
Ethel Carr. Earl’s Court showed a good perform- 
ance, holding the others safe from end to end. 

The contest between the well backed second choice. 
Orlandot. and Lady Vie was a keen one. resulting 
in a hard drive from the three- furlongs post in with 
Lady Vie only getting up in the last stride to win 
i b\ a nose. Snake Mary was a close early contender, 
but tired in the find struggle. 

Lens was the best backed favorite of the after- 
noon. Fat Dunne and the paddock following holding 
to the opinion that the soft going would suit him. 
That the race was not to be without sharp conten- 
tion was shown in the support accorded to Please. 
Lens began slowly as usual, but stood a stern drive 
gamely and beat Please handily. W. Gaskins, 
owner of Please, bid Lens up from the entered price 
of $600 to $905. at which figure be was bought in. 
Dunne, who seldom takes a hand in any selling 
race wars, retaliated by claiming Please. 

Despite adverse reports from the Crescent City 
concerning the contemplated race meeting on the 
big tracks, hopes have not entirely been abandoned 
and the remaining days of this meeting may develop 
favorable news for the horsemen here. From what 
can be understood, powerful influences are at work 
in an effort to arrange a basis on which a success- 
ful meeting can be held. 

Discussing Mexican racing Matt .T. Winn, who has 
intimate knowledge of the prospects in that country, 
stated Unlay in conversation that American capital 
will be a dominating factor in building race tracks 
next year in the City of Mexico. Chihuahua. Juarez 
and. possibly, one other city where the Mexican 
Jockey Club holds concessions. The project is to 
conduct high-class meetings with liberal stake and 
purse offerings. Messrs. Follansbee and Dainger- 
field, prominently connected with the Jockey Club, 
are actively engaged in promoting the scheme and 
Mr. Winn himself may later identify himself promi- 
nently with the undertakings. Mr. T. H. Williams 
will also he a moving spirit in furthering the proj- 
ect to success. 

T. C. McDowell returned today from New York, 
where he acted as judge of the thoroughbred class 
at. the horse show held in Madison Square Garden. 
He gave it as his opinion that racing will be con 
ducted- over four of the chief tracks next. year, but 
on a much smaller scale than previously and that 
the purses will la* greatly reduced. 

The first consignment of horses to be shipped to 
Cuba will consist of two carloads made up of strings 
owned by J. TT. Strode. S. E. Parmer. G. Dudley. A. 
Beatty. W. P. Reardon and L. V. Bel lew. They 
will leave here Tuesday next. 

1). Hill and C. Casey, the latter of Atlanta. Ga.. 
are in quest of cheap horses to l»e shipped to Cuba 
for a campaign there. The former has secured about 
fifteen head at moderate prices. 

A. L. Kirby purchased Grande Dame today from 
John Walters, acting for G. M. Hendrie. This filly 
and bis campaigner Hughes will be sent to Cuba. 
Kirby also purchased on private terms the filly Lady 
Martha, which broke down in her last race. She 
will be bred to Dick Welles. 

Negotiations for the services of jockey J. Butler 
to ride for W. K. Vanderbilt in France next year 
have been broken off. Satisfactory arrangements as 
to terms could not be decided on. Butler was fined 
$50 today by the starter for disobedience at the post. 

A carload of W. Gerst’s horses arrived here today. 
Mr. Gerst’s big stable will be split up, a portion 
of the stable going to Oakland and another to 
Los Angeles, while a consignment will be sent to 
Cuba. The latter will probably be in charge of 
Janies Frayling, who handled the eastern contingent 
of the stable. 

Jockey D. Austin, who was ruled off at Fort Erie 
for a faulty ride on Ketehemike, is making a strenu- 
ous effort for reinstatement, hoping that Judge 
Trice will remove the ban on him. He is keeping 
himself in riding condition by galloping horses daily 
for various owners. 

It is doubtful if the hearing in the review case 
against the Racing Commission will be started before 
the first of the year. It is also probable that the 
matter will be taken out of the courts on a motion 
to dismiss. 

BURNS HANDICAP NOMINATIONS. 

Brilliant Array of Swift and Staying Racers Entered 
in California’s Greatest Race. 



From its institution the Burns Handicap has been 
the most important race annually run in California. 
When it was founded the Brooklyn and Suburban 
Handicaps were each of the guaranteed value of 
$10,000. so the Burns was made of the same value 
and remained a $10,000 stake, with a net value to 
the winner of $6.8.70. until the present time. But 
in preparing Its stake list for the meeting of 1008-9 
the California Jockey Club changed the Burns from 
a $10,000 guaranteed stake to one with $10,000 
added and by this simple expedient so increased 
Its value that when it again comes nn for decision 
It Is quite probable the winner’s portion will be fully 
$15,000. This makes it. as matters are now’, the 
most important handicap, not alone in California. 
Imt of tJie American turf of 1909. It will be run 
.Tauuary 30 next. There will be no Brighton Han- 
dicap next vear. and even, if the Brooklyn and 
Suburban Handicaps are run it is quite certain that 
tl ev will be at such reduced values as to make them 
much Inferior to the Bnrns in that respect.

TRACK HEAVY. 



San Francisco, Cal.. November 12. — A host of 
lieople witnessed today’s excellent racing at Oak- 
land and a majority of the speculatively inclined 
among them left the track heavy beneficiaries be- 
cause of the form ful results and forward running or 
the favorites. The card was moderately attractive 
and consisted of one unimportant overnight feature 
in the Dickey Handicap, at seven furlongs, besides 
one condition race and four selling races at varying 
distances. 

Shilling began a series of riding triumphs in the 
second race on Force, and scored successively on 
Fred Bent and Tony Faust, then broke what would 
have been an afternoon's complete sequence of vic- 
tories by a lapse of a sensational character on Cap- 
tain Kennedy in the fifth nice. After his fiasco on 
that horse the crack rider wound up a big day’s work 
by landing Fireball in front w ithout ever giving his 
barkers a moment’s uneasiness. 

Shilling’s nose defeat on Captain Kennedy, after 
beating the barrier and leading to the final strides 
by a big and seemingly safe margin, was due to 
his easing the second choice up at the end. This 
allowed the nearest ami apparently hopeless pursuer, 
Billy Pullman, to get up in the last half dozen 
st lilies. The result was so totally unexpected that 
not one spectator in ten realized until the numbers 
went up that Shilling’s mount had lost. There was 
a mild demonstration when he came hack to the 
stand, which was quickly hushed. The stewards 
suspended the culprit for one week. This will leave 
the present jockey idol only five days of riding on 
the local track before his departure for Santa Anita. 

Short-priced favorites practically monopolized the 
honors this afternoon, three of them l^eing at almost 
prohibitive odds. Hildreth was well represented, 
with two winners. Force and Tony Faust. 

R. Ellison opened negotiations by telegraph on 
Monday for the services of jockey J. Butler, which 
proved successful. He was notified today by bis 
agent. Will Wallace, that .T. S. Hawkins had agreed 
to give him first call on the lad for the next five 
months at $1,500 per month, besides additional pay 
at regular rates for winning and losing mounts. 
He should prove a great acquisition to the local rid 
ing contingent and will leave Cincinnati for the 
coast next Tuesday. 

I). McCarthy, S. C. Hildreth’s recently engaged 
lightweight jockey, arrived toil ay. P. T. Chinn. Joe 
Rose. G. W. (Whitey) Langdon. George Patterson. 
Harry McKenna and George Hoffman are also very 
recent arrivals from the east. 

The fast horse, Peter Quince, lias been stopped 
in his work on account of lameness and will be 
blistered and turned out until spring. Meelick also 
went wrong this morning, but his owner thinks he 
may he patched tip well enough to race by shoeing 
him with bar plates. All the other horses in Hil 
did h’s immense string are in good condition. 

Ellison engaged Miller today to ride Royal Tourist 
in the Oakland Handicap next Saturday. Resti- 
gouchc will probably go to the post favorite La- 
this rich stake. The Keene castoff lias worked fast 
during tie* past ten days. 

A. D. Walstrom notified Secretary Treat yesterday 
that he would arrive at Oakland from Santa Anita 
within a day or two with Royal Ben, Sudtt and Free 
Knight the Bear.

WHERE “DOC” STREETT MISSED FORTUNE. 77801 WESTERN KNIGHT wb 110 6

“Doc” Streett is one of the owners who nearly 
won a Futurity, and none lias more right to rail at 
Dame Fortune for cheating him out of the great 
prize.. Seventeen years ago Streett purchased from 
the late A. J. Cassatt a yearling by The Bard — 
Athalarie. which he named Galilee, after a little 
village near Monmouth: Park. For two years he 
looked after the eolt, always with the Futurity in 
view, and finally sent him out for the classic after 
winning an overnight purse or two. Galilee had a 
seven-pound allowance, making his weight 115 
pounds. Among others in the renewal of 1893 lie 
was meeting the two great rivals. .Tames R. Keene’s 
Domino and Richard Croker’s Dobbins, each carrying 
190 pounds. 

Twenty -one colts and fillies star toil % in the race 
and, despite the great imposts, Domino and Dob 
bins were the public choices. Galilee was not 
neglected, however, Streett and his friends backing 
him from 15 to 8 to 1. The race was run over the 
old Futurity course, which had a more decided bend 
than the present one. When the field rounded this 
bend Galilee bad a lead of four lengths, and his 
mouth was wide open under Harry Gritfin’s restrain 
ing pull. The favorites were next, lapped on each 
other. In the last furlong Griffin began to ease his 
mount, thinking the contest over. Galilee stopped 
so fast that before Griffin knew what was happening 
his rivals had closed on either side and. in his 
frenzied effort to got Galilee going again, he found 
himself unable to use the whip, so closely was he 
hemmed in. 

Taral. on Domino, won that Futurity, the first of 
the four now standing to the credit of James R. 
Keene, by a head, with Galilee second, a neck in 
front of Dobbins. Streett’s disappointment at losing 
the $45,000 stake and a fortune in wagers so affected 
Mr. Keene that he often helped him afterward, 
leasing to him good horses to race aud helping him 
in other ways. 

REVIVAL OF SOUTHEASTERN RACING. 

Racing in a modest way will begin at the Thunder - 
liolt track. Savannah, Georgia, next Wednesday. 
No big stakes or purses will be contested and no 
famous horses will race, hut it will simply be an 
old-fashioned meeting along moderate lines. If it 
proves a successful venture, it is in contemplation 
to follow it with others at Macon, Atlanta, Augusta. 
Charleston. Columbia and Jacksonville. It is a 
practicable circuit and one that was traveled regu- 
larly for a number of years subsequent to the Civil 
War, but was abandoned when racing became a 
matter of business and so much money was hung 
up on the greater tracks that it was hopeless to 
attempt to compete with then*. W. P. Burch is an 
old-timer still in harness who raced his horses over 
what was practically the same circuit long ago. 

Daily Racing Form would be glad to see this 
circuit succeed and expand. There are other flour- 
ishing cities in Georgia. South Carolina and North 
Carolina formerly identified with raciug that could 
very well support a week or ten days of racing in 
a small way and at a small profit, or at least make 
tiotli ends meet. No great things in a racing way 
could be expected, but such as it might be it would 
be racing for racing’s sake and a pleasing entertain- 
ment for the people of the cities forming the cir- 
cuit. ________ 

HOT SPRINGS RACING PLANS. 

The Business Men’s League of Hot Springs, Ark., 
has issued a call for a siiecial meeting next week, 
when the style of bill to be presented to the legis- 
lature in repeal will be discussed. A proposed 
plan will call for the appointment of a commission 
in this county which may supervise a fall and spring 
meeting each year of not more tlwin forty-five days 
each, and a six-day meet to be permitted during the 
progress of the Arkansas State Fair. The plan is 
to alternate the racing, permitting a card to be run 
but three or four davs in each week, except during 
fair week.
